This 
attractive 1838 F-106 Seated dime is in an early die state with respect to the bisecting obverse die crack. This example exhibits a die crack from 
the left facing shoulder down through Liberty and exiting to the rim at the 8 digit. Original surfaces are covered with a light golden gray crust.

1841-O F-103 10C, PCGS AU55 CAC, Medium O, Near-Gem Original, JBN Collection. A marvelous 1841 New Orleans struck Liberty 
Seated dime that has been buried in the Fortin Reference Collection since mid-1995 and sold into the JBN Collection. Previously part of the 
Brian Greer collection. This F-103 Medium O example is completely struck with frosty luster and unabraded surfaces. Early New Orleans silver 
coinage was heavily circulated with few choice survivors for modern day collectors.

The early die state (F-101) allows an excellent view of the 
obverse die rust throughout Liberty along with parallel die scratches within the lower gown folds. A near-gem lot that belongs in an advanced 
collection.

Classic medium gray patina covers both the obverse and reverse along with darker gray highlights at 
the periphery. Strike is typical for the date with no points of weakness other than a partial head. Surfaces are free of any significant blemishes 
that require mentioning. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.1 (2020-2024) holder with edge view insert. An above average example previously from the 


Bart Chapman Collection. PCGS #4640. 
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1865-S F-103 10C, PCGS EF40 CAC, Choice Original, JBN Collection. It is well known that Civil War era San Francisco struck dimes 
are challenging to locate when strictly original. Low mintages and heavy western frontier circulation leaves limited numbers for present day 
collectors.
